And whereas, on the one hand; each ftate, from 
being a party to the contract, between the Uni- 
ted States and the whole of the individual fates, 
has an undoubted right, through its legiflature, ta 
examine and give a decided opinion, on any act of 
the United States, which may appear detrimental 
to the interet ofall, or any of the ftates. 
And whereas, on the other hand “Our attach- 
ment to the principles of our excellent oonftitu-. 
tion is fuch, that any fentiment or. mealure, tend- 
ing to its fubverfion, will be confidered hostile to 
our best interefts, and ever meet our decided . dif- 
‘approbation :” i 
And whereas, further, it is our indifpenfable 
duty, to quiet the fears and anxieties of our fellow 
citizens, by convincing them of our unequivocal 
determination, to exercife every power we pofie's, 
in obtaining for them redrels, when really injured, as 
well as in explaining to them the nature and ad- 
vantages of fuch meafures of government, as may 
be a€tually beneficial, though an artiul and de- 
ceitful outcry hasbeen excited againfi them.

His Excellency the Governor, and the Honor- 
able Council, appeared in the Houle, and the oatls 
of office having been duly adminiftered to his Ex- 
cellency, by Chief Juftice Rogrznson, he arole 
and-addreffed the two houfesin the following 


SPEECH: 


Gentlemen of the Council, and 
Houfe of Reprefentatives, 

THERE cannot be a more important civil 
truft, than that which our conftituents have aflign- 
edus. Todefignate thole officers, on whofe de- 
cifion all that belongs to life, liberty, or propertya - 
may depend, isa weighty and ferious tranfaction. 
Inftead of being a matter of intrigue, party or 
felfifh policy, it requires all the calmnefs of wif- 
dom, allthe difintereftednefs of virtue. Nor could 
there be a more unfortunate error than to make 
thofe civil appointments, which by our conftitu- 
tion muft be annual, a matter of private friend- 
ihip, interefi, party, or faction, You will meet 
this part of your bufieefs, Gentlemen, with all the 
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\ a 
‘ calmnels, impartiality and attention to the pub- 
lic good, which the honor and intereft of the ftate 
effentially require. 

One of the greateft misfortunes that attends re- 
publican government, is the progrefs and violence 
of PARTY SPIRIT. We need not recur to ancient 
history for proof. Our beloved WASHINGTON, 
with all his moderation, wiidom and virtues, was 
not able to reprefs this defiructive {pirit ; we know 
that an ardent love for his county, and a life de- 
voted to its fervice, with the mof upright inten- 
tions, did not fhield him and his meafures, from 
its malignant effects. It exifted in his day, and 
has progreffed with time, and increafed with vio- 
lence until now. 

In a government, where the honors and emol- 
uments of public offices are alike open to all the 
citizens, it will be. natural for many to appear as 
candidates for public approbation and employ- 
ment; and many good effeéis will arife from a 
[pirit of emulation, enterprize and ambition ; let 
them be well directed, and under proper regula- 
tions, and they will give rife to the moft necefla- 
ry atid uleful pubiic exertions. But when ambi- 
tious men become inflamed, {fo as-to produce a vi- 
olation of the laws of virtue, the destruction of 
private character, the propagation of-fallhood & 
{lander, and an eftablifhed ranccrous fpirit ot par- 
ty, they introduce into civil fociety fome of the 
worft evils. One part of the community becomes 
inflamed againfi the other ; different parties are 
ranked under different leaders; they have differ- 
ent views and aims, and forgetful of “the public 
good, are moStof all active and violent to accom- 
plilh their own particular purpoles.

It re- 
quires the abilities and exertions of the wifeft and 
moft virtuous, in every country todirect the pab- >~ 
licaffairs; to reftrain the vicious, to give the liwa 
a proper direction and energy, dnd to keep dg 
thole civ and moral inf'sitions, on which thie eg- 
iftence and fafety of civil fociety efleritially dea 
pend. Thole therefore, who from a {pirit of par- 
ty or perfonal dggrandizement, labor to divide 
and toinflame one-part of community agairft the 
other, Whdtever motives and principles they may 
avow, are the greatest enemies to cur republican 
constitutions and forms of government. A res 
medy for thele evils; {o pernicious to fociety, is 
not within the reach of legiflativé adis į it is on- 
ly on. the virtue and correct in‘ormation of thd 
great body of the people, that we cari rely to fox 
their progrels, or to do away their fatal effects: 
and when aided hy the precepts aud examples of 
virtuous repreléntatives, and upright magillrates 
will, I prelume, be effeCtual. a. oa 

It is not barely trom the conftittiod and forms 
ot government, adopted by this state, that our 
lafety is derived. Connected with the other tlates; 
by the Federal ConStitution, the interest and fafe- 
ty ofeach is involved in preferying the union of 
the whole, P se 

By a late act of Congrefs, it has bedame oúr dus 
ty to make new arrangements, relpecting the 
choice of Repreientatives ; and it is of the mof les 
tious importance, that in all our acts fréfpetting

ernment of the United States. If, under any pres 
fense or violence of parties, the Federal Confti- 
tution fhould be deftroyed, perverted, or effential- 
ly altered, we may dilcover our error and ruin at 
the fame difaftrous period. 

_ In the view of humanity it muft bea matter of 
joy, that peace in Europe has put an end to the ef. 
fufion of human blood ; while we rejoice ia the e- 
vent, we feel mof fenfibty that the produce of our 
agriculture isnot a little connected with com- 
merce. In an agricultura! ftate, like that of Ver. 
mont, it is the commerce of the maratime {ftates, 
that gives value to that part of our productions 
which are not wanted for our own confumption, 
and unlefs the latter be protected by the energies 
of government, the former cannot be purfued to 
any confiderable extent, with advantage to the 
laborer. 

Ina free fiate. a militia, well equipt and difci- 
plined, has ever been confidered as the great and 
iure bafis of its independence. Imprefled with’ 
this truth, our fifter States, have made the great- 
eft governmental exertions, to cherifh and invite 
their citizens, to practife the arts of war in times 
ef peace, that they might know how to defend: 
their country in the hour of danger. In fome 
fates they have furnilhed the militia with fire- 
arms at public expence, and in almoft all. with field 
artillery. In our State, the militia are very de- 
ficient in military equipments, and totally desti- 
tute of field artillery. I have frequently made’ 
the fituation of our Militia, the fubject of un‘uc- 
ceisful communication, and can only hope, from 
the patriotilm of the prefent legiflature, that the 
claims of this brave and meritorious part of our 
fellow-citizens, will be fully anfwered ; efpecially 
as the late peace has probably brought the price 
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of military articles within that rule of economy, 
which ought to regulate pubiic expenditure, 

I cannot forbear to mention, with high fatis- 
faction, that our tchools and colleges are ailuming 
a very relpectable appearance, of utility and re- 

utation. Itis onthe progrefs and influence of 
education, knowledge, virtue and religion, that 
ail orders of men will receive the moft fubftantial 
benefits that.can accrue, either to individuals or 
to focieties. 

If neceflary, in purfuance of the duties of of- 
fice, I fhall recommend for your confideration, a- 
ny other bufineis by particular mefflage. Ifin- 
cerely wifh you an agreeable feffion, and firmly 
hope, that with temperance and wifdom, becom- 
ing the aflembled Fathers of the People, you will. 
conduct for their beft intereft.
